Intellectual Discipline

Our American system education 
basically sound. our students, and not 
our system, who need discipline and re- 
direction. Students must commit them- 
selves rigid study fundamentals. 
distressing that per cent our high 
school graduates are not ready enter the 
adult world. Yet often they leave our 
schools insecure, undecisive, and confused 
because they not know how read 
wisely, write aptly, and compute accurately. 
The diagnosis simple that. But the 
evils that stem from such unpreparedness 
ere far more complex. 

Knowledge not end itself, but 
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the power “to know” the initial step into 
the world the unknown. There must 
discovery before conquest, and the three 
R’s, academically speaking, are the tools 
for that discovery. Because learning 
enduring process analysis, synthesis, and 
conclusion, the three R’s cannot ignored. 
Yet how often are they sacrificed long- 
range electives and project gimmicks, en- 
couraged progressive educators and 
relished shortsighted students! 

Students who elect follow the line 
least resistance selecting their courses 
soon become victims intellectual anemia 
and mental rickets. may well keep 


mind that pablum feeding belongs the 
nursery and not maturing youth. 
imperative that, once and for all, re- 
store intellectual discipline our educa- 
tional policies, discipline which would 
definitely complement teacher guidance. 
not entirely the students’ fault that 
frequently they are puppeteers highly 
popularized discussions which re- 
sult extensive mental instability. What 
can students when teachers over- 
board for methods which opinion over- 
fact and freedom expression re- 
places memory, except lose both their 
sense and respect for intellectual disci- 
pline? They have never exercised it, and, 
therefore, not know its advantages. 

Nothing can more frustrating the 
conscientious teacher than class stu- 
dents who lack adequate training reading, 
writing, and, what even more desparag- 
ing, basic arithmetic. Yet this crisis not 
uncommon, and something must done 
remedy it. firm and prudent control 
students’ attitudes toward learning seems 
the answer. And must begin the 
elementary level, from the primary grades 
up. Children must learn that intellectual 
discipline important the student, 
and perhaps even more, physical disci- 
pline the athlete. 

Unfortunately, too many students equate 
learning with the passing examination. 
Consequently, the earning credits, not 
the stimulation thought, underlies the 
learning process. Once the graduates receive 
their most coveted prize, the diploma, they 
erroneously believe that they are ready 
take their place society without any 
thought contributing the welfare 
the community. Might not wise for 
our present school system reconsider the 
“mighty” grades norms achievement, 
and place emphasis instead quality 
learning? 

Moreover, would not our students re- 
direct their aims our teachers would 
motivate them nobler end than score 
per cent? inclined think that 
the time has come for all students 
and teachers re-examine our attitudes 
toward learning, and confess that our 
criticism the American system edu- 
cation unjustifiable. American education 
culturally rich and scientifically sound, 
but our co-operation with passive and 
weak. Both teachers and students must 
work together achieve 100 per cent qual- 
ity training reading, writing, and arith- 
metic, for only when these foundations are 
secure will our youth prepared ven- 
ture into the world the unknown. The 
power “to know” the key research 
into the unknown.

General Procedure for the Workshop Method 

Have children open books the new unit. Ask them read 
the name the unit.

This gives 
everyone the opportunity look ahead and get everything 
ready that may wish use, extra reading enrich 
the unit. also gives the advantage the whole its parts, 
rather than the reverse procedure. 

The planning periods will vary with grade 
level. the intermediate and upper grades this planning period

Procedure for Class Period

One wondered contemplated the 
life Pius XII and the chorus praise 
from the whole world for great re- 
ligious leader, great prelate, great 
statesman, and saintly human being 
what the chrysalis history had 
store for the Roman Catholic Church 
the person new Pope. The sense 
loss both the Church and outside 
was deep. Who will the new Pope? 
Who has the qualities great enough 
bear the burdens the world par- 
ticularly the moral and spiritual bur- 
the troubled and confused 
years ahead? And there came mind 
striking passage Woodrow Wilson’s 
New Freedom that helped illuminate the 
situation. Wilson said: 

“There one illustration the value 
the constant renewal society from 
the bottom that has always interested 
profoundly. The only reason why 
government did not suffer dry rot the 
Middle Ages under the aristocratic sys- 
tem which then prevailed was that 
many the men who were efficient in- 
struments government were drawn 
from the Church. The Roman Cath- 
olic Church was then, now 
great democracy. There was peasant 
humble that might not become 
priest, and priest obscure that 
might not become Pope Christen- 
dom; and every chancellery Europe, 
and every court Europe was ruled 
these learned, trained, and accomplished 
men —.the priesthood that great and 
dominant body. What kept government 
alive the Middle Ages was the con- 
stant rise sap from the bottom, from 


the rank and file the great body 
the people through the open channels 
the priesthood.”

During his first public audience

customed it.” 

visits unannounced the Vatican 
radio station, and the report his visit 
says: “It was country curate 
had dropped for talk.” 

walks the Vatican gardens, 
and two officers kneel before him. The 
Pope asks, “Are you officers?” the 
answer “Yes,” the Pope, referring 
his service World War medical 
sergeant, said: was sergeant” and 
had them rise. 

tells the editor Osservatore 
Romano that, referring the Pope, 
they must use the plainest language. 
They should longer write, said the 
Pope, for instance: “The newly elected 
Pontiff stated his inspired and most 
noble speech, but must sim- 
ply say: “The Pope said, cetera.” 

The Pope weeps greets the 
people from his own Bergamo his 
audience 15,000 northern Italians. 
speaking them for the first time 
Pontiff, speaks simple spirit 
“for simplicity there naturalness, 
and the natural there the divine.” 

The spiritual side even more won- 
derful. The young peasant had the 
priesthood mind from his earliest 
recollections. himself put this 
way, sometime ago: “From the moment 
was born, have never thought about 
anything else except becoming priest.” 
And his early ambition was “to become 
country priest native diocese.” 
And the priestly function remained the 
dominant aspect his life, matter 
how involved became ecclesiastical 
flock, the door the sheepfold.

Recalling Christ’s 
words, “Learn me, for meek 
and humble heart” (Mt. 11:29) the 
Pope begs all pious and fervent souls 
throughout the world “to pray our 
Lord for the Pope, with the intention 
obtaining for him the exercise per- 
fection meekness and humility.” And, 
from the character the man and the 
priest, this think may confidently 
expect this pontificate: the exercise 
perfection meekness and humility. 

confirm such idea turn

prayer the coronation speech for 
revealing statement under the image 
the Good Shepherd the primary spir- 
itual function the Papacy prefer- 
ence all human qualities including 
learning, diplomatic perceptiveness, and 
tact and organizing ability which must 
serve exclusively the function.

Then the horizon broadens: “and 
other sheep have that are not this 
fold; them also must bring and they 
shall hear voice and there shall 
one fold and one shepherd” (Jn.

Akin imagination factor these 
dramatic devices teaching 
ingenuity resourcefulness. means 
making the most what available. 
Classrooms have few props. They have 
stage, lights, curtains. But 
oftentimes you don’t need complicated 
set changes. Often little group thinking 
will effect what desired just well.

But they are 
few. The Row, Peterson Company, Evans- 
ton, well The Dramatic Pub- 
lishing Co:, Chicago, Ill., have, from time 
time, several worthwhile “new plays.” 
recent issue Behind the Scenes 
published this latter company, the 
lead article Maurice Zolotow, stresses 
the importance the play its 
selection:

Can anyone offer clear unmistakable 
proof the existence intelligent plan- 
ning the universe. Vicky Morton, have 
you your hand up? 

Vicky Thank you, Mr. President, 
have several facts here that believe show 
definite planning the universe. First, the 
earth rotates its axis every twenty four 
hours the speed thousand miles 
hour. turned another rate, say 
the speed hundred miles hour, each 
day would ten times long 
now, and would last one third month. 
The hot summer sun over such pro- 
longed period would burn all the vegeta- 
tion and would starve.

Pat SHUSTER [raises hand|: May give 
some facts found show just how right 
the dilution the air for our needs? 

Pres: The chair recognizes Pat Shuster. 

Pat: Thank you, Mr. President. guess 
all remember from chemistry class how 
often Mr. Synder stressed the idea that 
the air mixture gases, and probably 
most could give the percentage 
nitrogen 78, and that oxygen 21. 
But was reading for tonight that 
learned how perfectly that amount 
each meets our needs. If, for example, the 
air was per cent oxygen, instead 
per cent, flash lightning would set 
whole forest fire because the com- 
bustible substance surrounded 
imaginary dilution would inflamma- 
ble. the other hand, the percentage 
oxygen were halved per cent, life 
would very different from the way 
lived present, for few the elements 
known man would available. The air 
would not able support combustion 
and many the methods metallic re- 
duction which depend high temperature 
furnaces would not able operate. 

Pres: That information added the 
ideas Vicky Morton gave about the 
tilt the earth’s axis would seem add 
possible conclusion that there 
orderly planning the universe. Has any- 
one else any facts that bear out the argu- 
ment? Lou Greyson, are you looking for 
recognition? 

Lou Greyson: Yes, Mr. President, 
am. have long been interested study 
animal instincts and for some years 
have collected all the data could find 
about them. There are the long flights 
birds the migrating seasons, during which 
some species fly actually more than 
thousand miles over the trackless ocean, 
and yet they not get lost. bee will 
find its hive even though has flown 
fifteen miles away from its search for 
nectar. Again there wasp that catches 
caterpillar and knows just what part 
its body sting that the cater- 
pillar cannot creep away. And yet the 
wasp does not kill it. The mother wasp 
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lays eggs the caterpillar and then the 
wasp dies. When these eggs hatch out, 
their first meal ready and waiting, and 
what even more remarkable, when 
these wasps reach maturity and are ready 
lay their eggs they will follow the same 
behavior pattern though they have never 
been taught it. These methods 
havior are needed for the preservation 
the species, yet are unchanging that the 
animal will following the pattern 
even when some circumstances spells 
ruination. 

For example, man turned 
sideways after the workers had left for 
their day’s nectar collection. their re- 
turn the evening the entire swarm re- 
peatedly charged the solid wall forming 
the side where the opening had been when 
they left that morning, 
heads against the solid wall. They ev- 
idently could not reason the possibility 
finding the opening around the corner. 

Lou [he nods the previ- 
ous speaker| and were discussing those 
facts last night. finally agreed that the 
presence the instincts served purpose, 
the preservation each species. The mani- 
festations instinctive behavior are very 
numerous and varied; they show extreme 
cleverness. The more one studies about

“Listen,” inserted, school paper means 
work, some your free time, and once 
you start, have carry through. 
must your work—not mine.” They 
were willing. 


Financial Problems 

One our first major problems was 
financing the venture. looked like 
wonderful opportunity teach the mean- 
corporation and raise our capital selling 
shares the class. Their knowledge 
stocks was very meager out came arith- 
metics and they studied with real purpose. 
The film Makes Tick” (Modern 
Talking Pictures free!) which viewed 
three times fixed the meaning stocks 
their minds. September 25, the class 
formally received its corporation charter 
together with its “New York Exchange” 
abbreviation EOSM. Next day the elected 
president and secretary were busy selling 
and recording the purchase shares 
ten cents each. Most buyers reflected the 
typical conservatism our rural area and 
invested only one two shares, while 
two brave persons took eight and ten each. 
Several decided wait out and see. 
Excitement ran high each held his share 
certificate typed after the model found 
our textbook. They were precious 
$100 shares. 


Producing the Paper 

the meantime, work the paper pro- 
gressed during English classes. They chose 
editor-in-chief and assistant, after 
considering the qualifications required for 
the post. Each member the class made 
list items thought should in- 
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cluded the paper. After pooling ideas 
they decided devote sections the 
paper the Sodality, reports from each 
classroom, and articles general news con- 
cerning school. All were insistent that the 
paper publish many names children 
order attract customers, they included 
such items lists coming birthdays, and 
results classroom contests. Following this 
discussion the editors posted the topics 
the blackboard and invited class members 
choose one more assignments. The 
board was filled quickly because actually 
appearing print with one’s name affixed 
article real incentive for writing. 

When all news articles were in, the edi- 
tors met with one Saturday afternoon 
and they learned the rudiments sorting, 
organizing, and laying out the sheets 
preparation for the typist. After the first 
paper the editors were able carry 
rather independently and developed clever 
little ways highlighting and illustrating 


sections. The duplicating crew three girls 
took over after school soon the car- 
bons were typed and the following evening 
team boys assembled and stapled the 
sheets. October was exciting day 
our first paper went sale. 


Determining Dividends 

Next morning our arithmetic class began 
with stockholders’ meeting. They totaled 
expenses: carbons, paper, duplicator fluid, 
staples, hired typist, and rent the 
duplicating machine. Next came the ques- 
tion dividends. After lively discussion, 
they decided keep enough money 
hand finance the next issue. That left 
dividend cent each share. Some- 
one suggested using color the next paper 
since would the Christmas issue. 
There was lively discussion the point 
pro and con, some pointing out the added 
expense and others arguing that would 
attract more lower grade readers. The dis- 
cussion ended promptly when one young- 
ster rose and asked, “Whom are trying 
please anyway ourselves our cus- 
tomers?” poll taken the playground 
that noon hour convinced everyone that 
color would asset. 


Outcomes the Project 

All told, published issue ten 
pages every two months and ended with 
graduation edition pages. Stock- 
holders were happy collect total 
cents dividends each share plus 
their original investments May when 
their corporation was officially dissolved. 

Looking back, think that the project

However there “number 
readiness” highly desirable “reading 
readiness,” and, many instances the two 
merge into general “readiness” level 
maturity, preparatory first grade. 


Number Concepts 

Concepts are more important the kin- 
dergarten child than the knowing ab- 
stract arithmetical facts. The latter are 
beyond his understanding, the former are 
not. Even before five years age, child 
begins number conscious. So, while 
there definite phase arithmetic 
assigned kindergarten child need not 
know for example, how count five 
ten), kindergarten child should 
have number concepts five, should 
able recognize groups two’s and 
three’s sight, and should able use 
numbers correctly concrete situations. 
Most often number concept formed with 
number name the child’s mind, but not 
necessarily so. One becomes aware this 
when dealing with children who have 
spoken language other than English be- 
fore entering school, and even more aware 
the disassociation number concept 
and number name when teaching children 
very limited background and inadequate 
vocabulary. Even uninteresting en- 
vironment where there little stimulation, 
bright child may have developed con- 
siderable number consciousness, though 
may not know what call groups two, 
three, four, any language. 

Intelligent children pick much in- 
formation offhand, the average child needs 
little guidance, the dull child needs more 
help; but all can profit the guided ex- 
perience kindergarten gives, unify and 
clarify their number concepts. 

Rote counting beyond ten not par- 
ticularly encouraged kindergarten, but 
using numbers concretely connection 
with objects, experiences, and quantities 
encouraged by: 

Counting for necessary information: 
children, milk bottles, glasses needed 
table, windows, crayons, blocks, etc. 

Play that calls for counting orderly 
sequence: steps, bounces ball, strokes 
hammer; various number games.

All these activities have value 
far they have meaning the child, and 
actually increase his concepts number, 
space. and time.

These 
activities are not goals learning, nor 
they measure his success 
Rather, they are readiness material, and 
have cumulative value for later learning. 


Practice Number Situations 

There need anticipate the pri- 
mary grades, and teach five year olds 
write numbers; then keep them busy 
for weeks practicing writing numbers, 
which difficult feat for most five-year- 
old fingers. There need for having 
the kindergarten child write over and over 
again that Let 
blocks, count them, and learn that two 
blocks, and two more blocks make four 
blocks. When you have used numbers for 
some time, and they are familiar, set 
favorite toys, and tag each with num- 
ber, say from one five. Each child must 
recognize the number, and “pay” the proper 
amount beads, pebbles, slips paper, 
what have you? get his toy. Numbers 
thus used mean actual number value the 
child. Even such prosaic activity 
passing around the crayon boxes can 
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casionally become such “game.” Boxes 
can tagged before class begins; will 
take little longer than usual get each 
child’s crayons him, but this can 
worthwhile learning activity. 

passing, let note, writing need not 
strenuously banned altogether from the 
kindergarten. One can service chil- 
dren who are prepared taking advantage 
their interest writing; but should 
not have formalized “writing periods”; 
these are out place kindergarten. 
know that there are those who believe our 
years schooling should shortened, and 
have quarrel with them. would 
better though, think, some con- 
densing the intermediate and upper 
grades, rather than anticipate the pri- 
mary grades kindergarten, and even 
nursery school. 


Limit Size Classes

Where the children must attend all day 
because the primary reason for their being 
school that their mothers find 
necessary work, day care center 
what needed. there but one Sister, 
but one trained teacher for sixty one 
hundred children, volunteer help from 
mothers the parish, paid help from 
capable, though untrained persons, can 
supply the deficiency. Teacher’s aides 
should take over the more custodial aspects 
day care, lunch hour, and nap time, 
and supervise some the free play time 
one half the class while the teacher 
conducts kindergarten classes. Teacher’s 
aides should work closely with the teacher, 
under her supervision, and have designated 
times talk over their part the daily 
program.

Hundreds attend the national conventions the Adult 
Education Association. addition the school people (second- 
ary, college, and university), there are representatives from dozens 
other and management, radio and television, 
YMCA and YWCA, the PTA, CIO, Great Books, libraries, 
argicultural and home-economics extension work, business, the 
press, and many others. 

Other countries are also making significant advances. 1949 
the adult education section UNESCO was created and 
international conference was called Elsinore, Denmark.

Extent Catholic Adult Education 


October, 1957, wrote 230 Catholic institutions higher 
learning, asking for bulletin brochure their Adult Educa- 
tion program, they sponsored one. Approximately 170 replied, 
saying that they mot have Adult Education program, and 
saying that they do. these eighty, however, some sent 
catalogs showing that their programs consist evening classes 
for credit. one will deny that night schools which offer 
modified schedule regular day-school credit courses are giving 
form Adult Education. But, have mentioned before, 
the present connotation the term, Adult Education usually 
means short courses without credit, not leading academic 
degree. 

Most the Adult Education programs offered Catholic 
colleges and universities seem the highest quality. They 
include courses theology, church history, the Bible, the life 
Christ, the liturgy, marriage, parenthood, the encyclicals, 
well courses philosophy, psychology, sociology, government, 
politics, literature, Great Books, foreign languages, art, music, 
science, and hygiene. Vocational and recreational courses are also 
listed some schools, but they are usually the minority, 
while the more solid courses predominate. 

Community colleges whose purpose, their name indicates, 
serve the needs the locality which they function, can 
ideal centers adult education. Besides the programs offered 
colleges and universities, there are other first-class ones set 
dioceses, parishes, special centers, libraries, and labor 
schools. 

There are also many other activities going under the 
auspices the Catholic Church which are not labeled Adult 
Education and are not sponsored educational institu- 
tion, but which actually great deal educate adults. 
For instance, there are the Cana Conferences, the Rural Life 
Movement, the study clubs the Confraternity Christian 
Doctrine, the programs planned some the Newman Clubs, 
the extensive and excellent work being done the National 
Councils Catholic Men and Women. Hundreds Catholics 
are participating these apostolic works which are definitely 
educational their scope. Their goals are assist their members 
and through them others become better men and better citi- 
zens, understand and fulfill responsibilities which affect the 
temporal and eternal welfare themselves and their neighbors.

[Some] 
not have even elementary instruction.”! this group are the 
millions throughout the world who can neither read nor write, 
and others who have some skill the basic tool subjects but 
lack the most fundamental knowledge about social relations and 
the world about them. Not forgotten are those persons 
who have low level economic competence. Vast areas the 
world are underdeveloped and fail yield decent livelihood 
because the inhabitants not know how use their labor 
and the goods nature produce for their needs. this first 
level Adult Education provides for elementary instruction the

Lawrence Derthick 


The educational programs needed those who have grown 
past the early learning years are broad life itself. How- 
ever, they can classified into categories, such 
remedial, adjustive, and developmental. must remedy the 
defects and fill the gaps earlier schooling; must learn 
adjust and contribute our fast-changing world; must 
continue grow our personal and inter-personal develop- 
ment, and our concepts of, and attitudes towards the world 
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things and people and our relations with them. 

The problems which such programs can help solve are 
such magnitude and urgency that they should considered 
one our major undeveloped areas education.

adult education any form neglecting these basic elements; but 
rather normally would expect that would give great attention 
these values pursues its varied program supplemental 
education for adults the contemporary American scene. 


Cornerstone Catholic Adult Education 


Theology, philosophy, and liturgy, both theory and practice. 
must the cornerstone Catholic adult education, because these 
are supportive the Catholic Faith that within us. These areas 
instruction are essentially related the understanding, enrich- 
ment, appreciation, defense, and practice the Faith which 
our salvation. This not state that Catholic adult education 
may not have lesser objectives relating the attainment 
earthly happiness and perfection, but merely insist that theol- 
ogy, philosophy, and liturgy form, were, the core areas 
instruction the Catholic adult education effort. 

The role theology adult education not difficult de- 
termine delineate. Theology the science God and all things 
they relate God. supreme among the sciences which 
man employs intellectual and moral development be- 
fitting his nature. has certainty its pursuit truth that 
denied the other sciences which rely solely upon human reason 
and the investigation the senses and merits accordingly greater 
attention from the human intellect its endless quest for 
edge. Further, theology affords systematic approach our 
Faith, explaining detail, developing its fundamentals, defend-

ing its tenets, and increasing its appreciation and application. 
Logically, theology core area Catholic adult education, 
affording excellent opportunity for the communication reli- 
gious thought the level the adult intelligence. 


Must Teach Theology 


The religious instruction our youth, imparted home 
the formal process the school, gives progressive form 
the content matter our Faith. expected that the deeper 
understanding will come with the assistance God’s grace and 
our own personal effort. Courses theology Catholic adult 
education supply the ready means for the necessary and desirable 
increase the knowledge our Faith. The religious instruction 
youth inadequate for the problems adult life, our 
present Holy Father pointed out his address adult education 
few years ago; nor does the elementary instruction youth 
suffice for meeting the challenges contemporary forces which 
oppose our principles the realms knowledge and action. 
The fundamentals our Faith, therefore, must brought 
our adults anew and their contemporary situation. Courses 
dogmatic, moral, and ascetical theology included Catholic 
adult education program serve assist our Catholic laity 
strengthen and develop the Faith which they received from hear- 
ing and example their earlier years. Thus helps the laity 
achieve spiritual maturity that will make them ready for the 
stresses and strains their Faith experiences culture and society 
that not universally understand accept it. 


Thomistic Philosophy Also Required 


The role philosophy Catholic adult education programs 
quite closely related that theology, and this relationship 
understandable because philosophy science the handmaid 
theology. Our Catholic philosophy freely dedicated the 
development and defense our Faith. Catholic philosophy, 
human reason strives its utmost systematically find and 
organize truth, and doing serves explain and defend 
many the truths our Faith, which Divine Revelation has not 
fully unfolded for our instruction. The Catholic Church, especially 
since the thirteenth century but also prior it, has always es- 
poused the ability human reason attain truth and thus 
has dedicated itself the support philosophical science. 
point fact, has chosen the philosophy St. Thomas Aquinas 
reliable guide and more than recommended his philosophical 
thought safe and sure system for the attainment natural 
truth. sort discipline, the Catholic Church has encouraged 
the teaching Thomistic philosophy our institutions higher 
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learning and continually emphasizes its application current 
intellectual dispute. 

Catholic adult education programs, then, courses Thom- 
istic philosophy afford our Catholic laity opportunity develop 
the necessary ability think accord with the laws logic 
and direct their intellectual effort the solution contempo- 
rary problems human society accord with the sound princi- 
ples Catholic philosophy. Further, the light philosophy, 
our Catholic laity can equipped confront error with truth 
gathered through the unaided exercise reason and thus 
strengthen the foundation their own Faith and assist bring- 
ing others not yet fully disposed for this great supernatural 
gift. 


Exp!ain New Liturgical Forms 


The recent reforms the liturgy and the renewed interest 
the laity liturgical life are enough indicate the importance 
and necessity the inclusion courses the liturgy Catholic 
adult education programs. should pointed out, however, that 
this area tremendous value increasing appreciation the 
Catholic Faith through its emphasis sensory and emotional 
aspects our Faith. Again, has deep consequences terms 
increasing the sense participation the faithful the life 
the Mystical Body and prompting them integrate their Faith 
with their daily life the family and society whole. Also, 
positive instruction the liturgical life the Church enables the 
faithful guard against the excesses devotion that frequently 
weaken their Faith and puzzle those outside the Faith. 

The resources for adult education courses theology, philos- 
ophy, and the liturgy are usually more our disposal than for 
other courses. The faculties our diocesan and religious sem- 
inaries, our Catholic colleges and universities are ordinarily 
composed persons who have good undergraduate graduate 
training these areas instruction. Further, many these 
capable people are deeply endowed with sense responsibility 
for the development strong lay apostolate and thus are most 
willing contribute time and good effort the cause Catholic 
adult education. Today quite possible call upon the laity 
greater number assist with courses instruction these 
areas, for being graduates Catholic universities and colleges and 
having continued their education along the lines these disci- 
plines, they are most able participate earnestly the labor 
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Catholic adult education. Textbooks and course outlines study 
are problem all. 

The apostolate the Catholic press has witnessed tremendous 
advance recent years, and adult education programs one can 
take ready advantage this great accomplishment. The physical 
facilities available our many parishes and educational institu- 
tions seem also lend the appropriate atmosphere for continuing 
education courses theology, philosophy, and the liturgy, for our 
Faith has manifested itself all its splendor the many monu- 
ments have raised God and the service the people 
God. Our Catholic laity are not disinterested these areas 
adult education. the contrary, the faithful, individually and 
groups, are showing definite desire sponsor and participate 
such educational programs devoted the enrichment their 
Catholicism. Where these areas study are included pro- 


grams informal adult education. they have consistently proved 
attractive. 


Important Studies for Our Times 


Three developments contemporary American life appear 
recommend strongly Catholic adult educators the inclusion 
theology, philosophy, and liturgy programs adult education. 
First, the recent emphasis science American education 
should accentuate emphasis the theological and philosophical 
aspects Catholic education Catholics themselves. Our Faith, 
while never hostile science principle, finds its greatest sup- 
port theology and philosophy and these must remain essentials 
Catholic education and not lost the desire for certitude 
and truth through science alone. Second, the recent subtle and 
open attacks upon intellectualism demand that recognize the 
intellectual character Catholicism, especially manifested 
its theological and philosophical syntheses. Our Faith not 
servitude ignorance and tradition, but rests upon the investi- 
gation the whole reality itself. Theology and philosophy are 
the two greatest facets Catholic intellectual activity and must 
thus brought into proper perspective Catholic life. Third, 
the separation religion from life the United States demands 
the interest the nation and the Church intensified bond 
between the practice religion and daily living. 

Theology, philosophy, and liturgy, theory and practice, are 
devoted this last mentioned objective and they can very well 
serve achieve the necessary integration religion with life. 


ONE THE MAJOR PREOCCUPATIONS the Church 
modern times has been the reconstruction the worlds 
working life and international relations. The Church has desire 
remain outside and aloof from the challenges facing man 
these areas human existence, rather she would like col- 
laborate the building this new world. What this new world 
will look like difficult imagine, for still the process 
becoming; yet its own way and according the dynamism 
contained it, will open justice and love. 

The task collaboration this process social renewal, 
both the national and the international level, rests squarely 
the shoulders that group the Church which call the 
laity. the Church does not foster body laymen, actively 
committed restoration human values economic and 
political life, she apt restrict herself the confines the 
sanctuary. was precisely against this false spirituality that 
Pius XII spoke his last Christmas message when said: “In 
general, the co-operation the order the world demanded 
God the Christian should equally keep clear spirit- 
ualism which desires hinder him from all access to, 
taking part in, external things and which, when admitted 
one time within the Catholic fold, caused serious damage 
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the cause Christ and the Divine Creator the 

some extent agree with the poet who said that new 
world only new mind. The establishment new social 
order, national and international, requires apt human instruments, 
personalities who with vision and virtue work for society open 
justice and love. The formation such human personalities 
requires combination favorable factors. The role Catholic 
adult education the training such laymen provide them 
with opportunities for serious study that they will understand 
the good society, the nature the claims such society 
responsible beings, and the dynamics whereby such society may 
achieved. 

The basic texts which are indispensable reading the social 
re-education the laity are, course, the papal documents 
developed since the encyclical Leo XIII the Condition 
Labor. The writings Pius XII, especially the encyclical the 
Mystical Body, more less complete this modern body papal 
thought. Not overlooked are the magnificent Christmas dis- 
courses which invariably treat social questions. 

The main factor, then, the social re-education and intellectuai 
formation the laity the study the papal documents. They 
are carefully read and discussed and used much for 
raising questions for answering them. the social 
encyclicals adult education programs must not become mere 
form social propaganda. 

However, even this serious study the papal documents 
not enough. The solution human social problems and the 
creation suitable social structures are not derived auto- 
matically deduction from social principles. The concrete circum- 
stances and exigencies national and international life demand 
examination their own right. knowledge papal social 
thought substitute for study American foreign policy 
and the agonizing problems which face the nations the world 
their efforts live peace. Nor understanding the nature 
the Church the Mystical Body Christ substitute for

Study International Affairs 


Especially this level international affairs there gap 
adult education. Even though considerable task still confronts 
those interested educating the laity socioeconomic matters, 
there least tradition Catholic participation the labor 
movement and the support given such participation the Catholic 
labor schools. the field international life there such 
tradition nor has education foreign affairs ever kept pace with 
the growing unification the world. Thus not find, among 
Catholics, centers international education for the laity doing 
this area what was done the area the socioeconomic prob- 
lems the nation the labor schools. 


Study Political Morality 

Finally, special concern Americans are the problems aris- 
ing out the pluralistic environment which live. During 
the past decade and far into the future can see, there 
loom the difficulties arising from tensions and misunderstanding 
between Catholics and persons other religious beliefs 
beliefs all over such issues the interpretation the First 
Amendment, union Church and State, federal aid education, 
and the like. The task that falls Catholic adult education 
provide opportunities for the calm study the basic American 
documents relevant these issues. The purpose such educa- 
tion introduce mature, reasonable discussion area 
national concern often characterized emotional charges and 
countercharges. respect for freedom one the bonds that 
has united Americans despite their differences. real need the 
times rational examination the roots this freedom 
the American tradition, and terms this tradition. 

Adult education under Catholic auspices can satisfy this need 
and prepare for more intelligent and harmonious coexistence 
nationally and internationally. this end, many programs include 
such courses as: the Encyclicals, Current Social and Political 
Problems, You and Your Neighbor, The Family, Preparation for 
Marriage, Man and Society, and Foreign Relations.

any appraisal the Institutes Industrial Relations 
must aware that today they are under well-meaning but ill- 
directed fire. There doleful complaint raised that such insti- 
tutes not contribute cultural values and fail the 
spiritual approach and the formation “elite.” The best 
rejoinder current criticisms keep mind that the Insti- 
tutes work first upon the moral basis. Second, the knowledge 
techniques, laws, and current practices the work world placed 
proper perspective indeed fundamental point origin 
which begin. Third, would the height temerity deny 
that the Institutes have contributed heavily and effectively 
meeting the challenge liaison between the Church and the 
workers. This does not imply that the Institutes consider their 
work the only effective link nor that .is the ideal 
attained. does mean, however, that the institutional stability 
the apostolate has been given continuity field which the 
Church has been much fretted.* 

geographic extent the work the Institutes ranges from 
coast coast, and from border border. They may conducted 
under the auspices single parish combined parishes. Some 
are diocesan-wide; others are connected with educational insti- 
tution. Most often the latter are directed the Society Jesus. 


The Work Labor Institutes 


Their work most generalized sense divides into two major 
areas emphasis: those which attempt combine the same 
time the management and worker education the same classes; 
and those which emphasize separation instruction and develop- 
ment for one group the other. Yet, even distinction this 
type more often observed the breach than the observance. 
Many Institutes conduct seminars from time time limited 
one group the other. Those Institutes which seemed have 
emphasized such practice (i.e., the work Father Philip Carey, 
S.J., the Xavier School New York, with the dock workers) 
have certainly not been insensitive the mutuality approach. 

not easy assess the influence these approaches and 
decide which preferred. The only safe statement 
this area that certainly more difficult induce manage- 
ment attend than persuade the workers so. 
can added here, parenthetically, that quantitative measure 
influence difficult assay. Personnel the field, however, 
cite verified cases the indirect influence the work. New 
doors and new vistas are opened this work the Institutes. 
Thus, indirectly, the influence the Church felt where other- 
wise would have remained sterile. 

The best existing survey the actual number and types 
institutes was made 1956 Father William Smith, and 
presented the Second National Catholic Action Conference. 
According his survey, there are approximately institutes now 
extant compared with double that number years ago. 
the 40, some may said fairly large and relatively 
stable units attached educational institutions officially 
approved diocesan basis.

Business courses offered might include: Accounting, basic 
well more advanced; How Prepare Income Tax Report 
(this seasonal course); Accounting Hospitals, specialized 
course which aid those already hospital offices who 
would like such position. the advertising field, Copywriting 
and Layout are popular courses which interest small businessmen, 
well students who have been art and writing classes 
college but who have not had instruction these 
areas. News and Feature Writing another technical course which 
interest people representing organizations clubs and 
who find themselves preparing news stories for publication the 
daily paper. Such course also interests those doing free lance 
work. 

Public Speaking and other speech classes are always popular 
with the persons who have “worked up” business and find 
themselves unprepared ill ease speaking situations.

MANY ADULT EDUCATION PROGRAMS under Cath- 
olic auspices addition those whose purpose 
give fuller understanding the doctrines the Church and 
the Catholic philosophy life, addition academic courses 
the humanities, social and natural sciences— another group 
courses conducive personal improvement. Among these are 
offerings Hygiene, Nutrition, Diet, Mental Health, Leadership, 
and the like. Courses designed help people widen their interests 
and use their leisure time more profitably are also frequently 
included. 

These subjects not have the universal approval edu- 
cators. Sometimes hear people say: “Serious classes for adults 
are all right, but leisure time classes are waste money.” 
the surface this may seem reasonable statement, but let 
examine the matter briefly. Everyone needs certain amount 
recreation and has encouraged play. The mother teaches 
her child play; the teacher school continues this process 
which begins with group games the grades and culminates with 
extracurricular activities and athletics high school. 


Adults Must Learn How Play 


Adults must learn play more mature level, have 
hobbies such stamp collecting, painting, photography, and 
take activities that are physically beneficial and mentally 
relaxing swimming, folk dancing, golf, bridge. The aim 
such courses develop the latent personality the individual 
wholesome environment deliberately planned promote 
social adjustment. That these classes are meeting social need 
attested the large enrollments they draw. Nerves made taut 
business worries and the strain arising from the speed 
which live can relieved that return the home 
the job less irritable and better prepared cope with 
culties. Doctors warn that the increased tempo modern 
living causing higher and higher rate mental illness 
among our population. Unless acceptable outlets for release 
these tensions can found through directed activities, widened 
interests, spiritual direction, the ratio will continue mount. 

Moreover, leisure-time classes the program often attract 
people who decide stay and enroll for more serious courses. 
They get acquainted with the group, get accustomed the 
physical plant, feel home with the teachers, and lose the sense 
awe which they had for formal learning. Living the 
atmosphere Catholic institution may also have invisible 
effects and bring intangible blessings recorded only guardian 
angels. 

Another argument favor these classes that they can 
add the joy family life. Ceramics, leathercraft, lapidary 
arts, handicrafts, and the like can provide beautiful and useful 
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articles for the home. They can develop adults appreciation 
the beautiful and the ability apply aesthetic principles 
the furnishing and decorating the house. Games learned 
adult education classes can help the members family while 
away many pleasant evenings. People interested hobbies will 
stay home work them rather than seek commercial pleasures 
abroad. 


Aged Need the Art Mature Living 


Another phase adult education related the use leisure 
time the program for the aging. The increasing life span 
presents new problems which must solved. keep people 
happy, well adjusted, and capable thinking for themselves 
after they retire from active life definite challenge adult 
education.

Several programs offer self-improvement classes combining edu- 
cational experiences and recreational activities order pro- 
vide oldsters with the knowledge and practice they need the 
art mature living. Lectures and discussions are given such 
topics Health, Psychological Changes, Mental Hygiene, Financ- 
ing and Budgeting, and Employment Opportunities. After the 
regular class, the group devotes the rest the evening 
laboratory period social living. 


Catholic Program for the Aged 


1954 questionnaire was mailed 125 dioceses the 
United States find out about existing adult education programs 
for the aging, their sponsorship and content, the number they 
served, and the ages those who The replies indi- 
cated that all too little was being done that time for the aged. 
Only seven dioceses were giving programs especially designed for 
older people. Since then, however, the situation has improved 
some extent. shall mention two programs for the aging which 
are especially worthy note. There are undoubtedly others 
equal value.

1952 Elders’ Club was started St. Paul the Apostle 
parish New York under the direction Rev. John Carvlin, 
C.S.P. Its purpose was provide diversion, relaxation, and com- 
panionship for the senior members the parish. file the 
names and addresses and birthday dates the members kept 
the rectory. Weekly meetings are held, which the members 
learn handicrafts, play games, and visit. Five major parties are 
held each year, plus picnic and boatride the summer. The 
present membership numbers 450, and the over-all attendance 
meetings and events during 1957 was 4000.

THE FACT THAT NEARLY MILLION AMERICANS 
are enrolled adult education programs one sort another 
powerful argument favor the establishment courses 
for adults Catholic colleges and universities. These schools 
have the resources, the experience, the facilities, the teachers, 
and, above all else, the Truth taught. 

Adult education means instructing and strengthening 
Catholics. way inviting non-Catholics see for them- 
selves the benefits Catholic education. apostolic oppor- 
tunity that must not missed, for Catholics and others are 
certainly going take adult education courses somewhere, 
some school, some college university. Many them will 
gladly take such courses Catholic schools they can. They 
will elsewhere Catholic schools not offer them. 

Courses adult education are usually open all members 
the community, regardless race, color, creed. They not 
carry academic degree credit, for most adults who enroll adult 
education courses not have the time devote the study 
that degree courses require. Adult students are interested pri- 
marily learning the subject matter course (within the 
limitations the time allowed) rather than acquiring credits. 
Adult education courses, therefore, should high-level courses, 
worthy university, which are adapted the intellectual 
ability the people taking them.

Length Term 


The adult education year may conveniently include fall and 
spring semester from eight ten weeks each. 90-minute 
period for each course, once per week, seems necessary cover 
subject adequately; although, depending the course, two 
hours per week sometimes desirable. 


Faculty Heart the Program 

The heart good adult education program the faculty. 
Teachers who are Catholics are indispensable for accomplishing 
the ends Catholic education. theology and philosophy this,

respect other subjects. For example, our instructor Per- 
sonnel Management traces the principles underlying personnel 
relations their source Catholic Moral Truth.

good adult education school also requires that faculty mem- 
bers conscientious their teaching, punctual beginning 
class, and personally interested their students. Adults recognize 
good teaching even more quickly, perhaps, than others. There 
ample evidence this fact Fordham where adult education 
students have shown their appreciation good teachers gifts, 
invitations their homes, and letters thanks. 


THERE ARE NUMBER Catholic adult education pro- 
grams which are not sponsored college university, but 
are special centers often under the auspices diocese. Although 
they frequently use the facilities existing institution 
formal education, they are usually separate entities and not 
part the administrative structure the school. 

The following brief description some these programs. 
Although there are undoubtedly many other similar programs 
various parts the country, this list illustrative the kind 
programs, rather than complete list all those offered. 

The Chartrand Lectures. This the title series 
informal lectures and discussions held the Cathedral High 
School Indianapolis, Ind. The program consists some seven 
different courses, each including ten sessions.

ADULT EDUCATION WIDE and comprehensive term 
which comprises many varied types programs, offerings, and 
approaches the problem. This the story, briefly told, 
parish program adult education St. John’s Adult Evening 
School, Philadelphia. conducted under the auspices 
St. John the Evangelist Church, situated the center the 
Philadelphia business district. The school was started 1951. 
Classes are conducted two small buildings the rear the 
church. One building was the former parochial school, now 
closed because few children live the parish; and the other 
building purchased and renovated for classroom purposes. 
The facilities available include classrooms, one small audi- 
torium, library, bowling alley, and snack bar. 

From the beginning the school has been conducted 
informal and noncredit approach adult education 
regarded many least unorthodox, and perhaps 
unholy, experiment. has been discovered that adults like 
back school, but that they not want sit with young- 
sters their teens. great many are not interested formal 
courses given for credit. They not want take examinations, 
have home assignments which would involve heavy burden 
time, enter into long term program formal educa- 
tion. They want very much spend their leisure time 
profitable way under Catholic auspices. They want learn, 
but they want pick and choose their courses according 


their own needs and interests laudable effort supplement 
their formal education. 


Statistics St. John’s Night School 


survey the Night School during one term showed that 
6.2 per cent had completed only elementary school; 67.9 had 
attended high school, but about one fifth that number had 
not been graduated; 20.4 had attended college, and 3.5 had done 
some graduate work. Some need interest the part all 
was satisfied the list offerings. Incidentally, about 
per cent those attending the night school were women. The 
percentage varies, but one survey showed that almost per cent 
those attending were non-Catholics. The growth St. John’s 
Night School has been extraordinary. began 1951 with 
enrollment 1200. Now there yearly attendance 
over 10,000! 

There are three terms Fall, Spring ex- 
tending period eight weeks. Each subject taught once 
week. There are two class periods each evening, one from 6:15 
7:45 p.m., and the other from 8:00 9:30 p.m. This 


schedule affords opportunity offer wide selection sub- 
jects. Since attendance the adult evening school completely 
voluntary, the courses must many and varied. St. John’s 
the offerings are usually around 115 120 number. Religion 
and its handmaid, philosophy, are the core the program. 
Apologetics, the Study the Bible its various parts, Theology 
for Laymen, and the Mass, are some the religion classes 
scheduled. Philosophy also provides wide field for class offer- 
ings. Child psychology one the most popular classes. Recently 
interest has been shown geriatrics, and courses have been 
included that pertain the problems older people. 


Offers Many Language Courses 


The unifying influence language world culture reflected 
the seven language courses given regularly: Spanish, French, 
German, Italian, Slovak, Gaelic, and Latin. This one the 
few schools where Gaelic taught. These classes have resulted 
better understanding not only language itself, but also 
the customs and culture peoples the world over. Among the 
interesting English courses are Creative Writing, and course 
Basic English for Immigrants, with its resultant growth 
appreciation the American way life. The course Public 
Speaking has enrolled many men and women from the business 
and professional world, including doctors, lawyers, and other men 
public life. Representatives labor, and even teachers have 
come, all seeking the poise and experience needed confront 
audience effectively. Other popular courses presented regularly 
are the fields travel and music. 

Business classes are always crowded, because those who enroll 
are for the most part trying compensate for some lack 
their formal education. Basic courses always given are Typing 
and Stenography. Business English, Budgeting, Techniques 
Selling, Investment Securities, and Income Tax are samples 
other courses. One unusual course that has been presented 
from time time Medical Terminology which was originated 
response many requests from medical secretaries. The fact 
that applicants had turned away illustrates one factor 
course offerings school like St. John’s. This important factor 
that public demand and interest must explored thoroughly, 
that the courses offered inevitably reflect that demand and 
interest.

Financing Parish Program 


The financial budget program parish adult education 
is, course, very important. basic fee five dollars charged 
for practically all the courses. fee ten dollars charged for 
typing. Certain courses are given without charge. There free 
pre-seminary course for prospective students. pre-marital course, 
course sign language for those interested deaf-mutes, and 
credit union course. 

Teachers’ salaries, advertising, equipment, and the salaries 
office and maintenance personnel are the main items the 
budget. The basic salary for teachers $100 per course. Adver- 
tising very important part the night school program. 
Large advertisements are inserted each the daily papers 
before the term starts. Advertisements are also carried the 
diocesan newspapers Philadelphia and Camden, large neigh- 
boring community, and are placed subway stations and street- 
cars. Complete booklets outlining the courses are sent regis- 
tered students and others who request them. Advertising, 
costly though is, keeps the school before the community and 
very vital factor its success. 


Administering the Parish Program

MOST PARISH CENTERS serve the 
recreational, social and fund-raising needs 
the Catholic parish. Seldom are they used 
adult education program. Yet the 
future will find more and more parishes en- 
tering upon adult education program. 


After assessing the needs his parish- 
ioners, the pastor will have take long 
look the existing physical facilities. 
these have been well planned, may 
surprised how flexible they are. Folding 
panels and movable partitions can change 
large halls into smaller meeting and class- 
rooms. New table-benches can convert 
cafeteria into auditorium within minutes. 
may take some ingenuity and new equip- 
ment, but often the parish hall, gymnasium, 
grade school, parish library yes, even the 
kitchen can become the nucleus new 
adult center. 


matter what kind program de- 
cided upon (religious, cultural, vocational, 
social recreational) only sensible 
begin using the existing facilities. Then 
the program develops, new facilities can 
planned for more specific needs.

Run volun- 
teers, they are having marked success some places. 

The Catholic Library Association has been interested parish 
and public libraries, although school and hospital libraries are

Parish Libraries Need Strong Leadership 

The Thomas More Chicago also publishes 
pamphlet, “How Organize Parish Library.” But Dan Herr, 
president the association, said recently interview with 
Ave Maria (Feb. 22, 1958, issue) that while the parish library 
movement started with much enthusiasm, floundering for 
lack strong promotion and co-ordinated leadership.

But can the Catholic library achieve the impact should 
have remains completely volunteer movement? big task 
lies ahead, owing the need have our pluralistic society 
develop rich atmosphere our Catholic homes 
which are present abdicating educational responsibility 
overdependence the school and where there little carry- 
over reading habits from school. Somehow the mental lethargy 
the masses must pierced; and any movement that proposes 
attempt this needs proper support. Centralization some 
sort seems imperative. 

Since September, 1944, central library has been operating 
Kansas City, Mo., city that only per cent Catholic. 
was opened the late Archbishop Edwin Vincent O’Hara, 
the former episcopal residence Armour Blvd. and Gillham 
Road. continues diocesan owned and operated project 
under the leadership His Excellency, Most Rev. John Patrick 
Cody. 

The library and small bookshop attached complement each 
other. paid staff heads the efforts large corps 
volunteers which helps bring the library’s influence and services 
into the parishes. The Catholic Community Library exemplifies 
four basic reasons why central library can become important 
the future Catholic adult education. 

The Central Library large enough meet varied 
needs. 

The Catholic Community Library Kansas City people’s 
library. oriented meet the widely varied needs and tastes 
the general public. With full-time staff two Sisters 
Social Service and two lay persons, plus three part-time workers 
the library and two full-time workers the bookshop, can 
all times have least two persons duty from 9:00 
9:00, Monday through Thursday, and from 9:00 5:30, Fri- 
day and Saturday. 

has enough books its shelves provide varied recrea- 
tional, inspirational, and informational reading which reflects 
Catholic thought every important subject. The library opened 
with 5500 books and pamphlets; today has 26,000 its adult 
section. can serve anyone from teen-ager serious stu- 
dent philosophy and theology. children’s reading room makes 
the library attractive families. 

Adult readers borrowed two thirds the 1957 circulation 
42,000 books. About reference questions per day are answered 
telephone; and more are handled the library where readers 
study and browse. Since the Library’s opening, approximately 
half million books have been circulated about 20,000 card 
holders. 
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Central Library can spearhead co-ordinated pro- 
motional program. 

People not automatically use library because there. 
Strong promotional techniques are essential reach out the 
community and carry the library beyond its own walls. Good 
organization depends leadership from basic full-time paid 
staff the operation any size. 

the Catholic Community Library the staff works with 
board directors, which Bishop Cody chairman. priest 
moderator, who represents the Bishop all meetings, respon- 
sible for library finances, and available for consultation with 
the head librarian. Standing committees are assigned special areas 
work adult education, publicity, spiritual activities, parish 
and organizational contacts, ways and means, and endowment. 
Monthly messages from the library out literature chairmen 
parish and extra-parochial organizations throughout the dio- 
cese for reports their meetings. 


Stimulate Interest Reading 


The library staff sends speakers average once twice 
week parish and club groups challenge people think 
and read. Not only they challenge these club members 
want read; they give ideas how, when, and what read. 
Club literature chairmen are encouraged bring packets 
library books their organizations for circulation from meeting 
meeting. They are taught how “sell” reading. More ambi- 
tious parishes are guided setting individual parish libraries, 
some cases receiving book collections from the central library. 
Parishes the Archdiocese Kansas City Kansas where the 
parish library movement spreading have also availed them- 
selves these services. 


Contests reviewing and writing are held annually the 
high schools and colleges. Because readers and writers grow out 
teen-agers, Junior Auxiliary official representatives 
the schools works with the library. youth program which 
the elementary schools co-operate also carried on. 


weekly column, “New Books the Library,” runs the 
diocesan newspaper, the Kansas Joseph Register. 
Newspaper and other publicity library programs appears regu- 
larly. Annually 75,000 pieces descriptive literature are circu- 
lated mail through volunteers. 


Central Library has impact the community 
large. 

The Kansas City Catholic Community Library not primarily 
information center for non-Catholics. Its first concern the 
deepening Catholic culture among Catholics who tum 
will reach their neighbors. But non-Catholics, who come for 
information well general reading, make about per 
cent the borrowers. Among them regular occasional 
borrowers are ministers, rabbis, deaconnesses, and theological 
students. Some non-Catholics far involve themselves 
the library’s volunteer program rendering valuable service. 

Programs community-wide interest featuring such speak- 
ers Clare Booth Luce, Rev. Georges Bissonnette, A.A., Rev. 
James Keller, M.M., Rev. Francis Beauchesne Thornton 
are given newspaper, television, and radio coverage. They bring 
the library the attention people outside Catholic circles. 
Frequent calls are received from the public library research 
questions Catholic nature. Often the librarian asked 
speak non-Catholic groups. For many who have never seen it, 
Kansas City’s Catholic Community Library still symbol 
liberal Catholic effort adult education. 

Central Library economical. 

The idea that public-oriented library luxury seems out- 
moded the face Catholic cultural and educational needs. 
The Catholic Community Library’s present operational budget 
approximates $20,000 annually, more than needed run 
recreation center. Yet the library serves people 50-mile 
radius who cross diocesan and state lines come it. 

Other out-of-town borrowers receive books mail. Revolving 
collections books out parishes and schools which can- 
not afford invest permanent collections. continuous, co- 
ordinated program reader stimulation given leadership. The 
bulk this free library’s budget comes from the annual con- 
tributions members the library organization, and lesser 
degree from special benefit programs and earnings the library 
and bookshop. 

Central Library every diocese could become reality. 

With serious yet relatively small effort and expenditure, 
diocesan libraries could become essential part the program 
aimed bridging the dangerous cultural gap between the Church 
and school and the Catholic home. Such libraries have im- 
portant role play Catholic Adult Education.

any who understand the method Catholic Action and 
the mission today’s apostles, the relation adult education 
the two national federations for Catholic the Coun- 
cils Catholic Men and immediately apparent. 
These Councils were established under the mandate the Bishops 
the United States and federate 20,000 organizations. 

“Formed” and “informed” are key words any discussion 
the apostolate. They were concepts emphasized Pope Pius XII 
his keynote address the Second World Congress the Lay 
Apostolate 1957. They were echoed and re-echoed through 
Congress discussions every language and broadcast dele- 
gates organization upon organization throughout the world. 

Forming and informing are obviously key words the educa- 
tion adults. Without formation Catholic doctrine and social 
thought, together with information current problems, lay 
apostle totally inadequate and may well greater harm than 
good. This fact emphasizes the massive venture adult educa- 
tion which the apostolate requires. 

the other hand, must not err reducing the apostolate 
adult education. Adult education for Catholic Action becomes 
tool, training method but only tool and method used for 
specific purpose. The apostolate’s purpose not the education 
adults such. Rather, education adult neces- 
sary achieve the purpose the restoration 
modern society Christ. 

The lay man and woman are called participate the 
mission the hierarchy which the mission the Church, 
Archbishop Montini describes it: 


bringing the sacred into specific relation with the

Leadership Training and Catholic Action 


The federations’ educational activities travel the two broad, 
parallel avenues leadership training and Catholic Action pro- 
gramming for seven NCCM and NCCW committee areas. 

The Men’s Council engages leadership training all levels 
its activity. Nationally this accomplished devoting bien- 
nial conventions training conferences for national committee 
chairmen. regional basis, leadership training institutes are 
conducted serving the lay leaders dioceses given 
area. Diocesan leadership training programs are also common. 
some areas these are centered around the annual convention: 
other dioceses, special one- and two-day institutes are con- 
ducted. These diocesan institutes are very often duplicated 
various districts the diocese that all parish leaders may 
reached. 

The NCCM training institutes largely, but not exclusively. 
employ the workshop technique. These workshops offer “basic 
training” the apostolate, organizational techniques, and Cath- 
olic Action programming. recent innovation the training 
program that some dioceses are combining the “leadership” 
topics with training and educational matters related specific 
program. For instance, co-operation with national 
office, the Worcester Diocesan Council has conducted diocesan 
and district institutes the Mass. These institutes offered group 
discussion various aspects the Mass, well training 
the conduct educational and action programs the parishes. 

Martin Work, Executive Director, has recently 
announced the publication “Program Manual for Parish 
Meetings,” tool which parish organizations can conduct 
their own educational program. This but the first new 
series NCCM services designed motivate and guide men’s 
organizations undertake more mature, ambitious apostolic 
endeavors. Coming soon, for instance, new monthly program 
publication, and comprehensive kit containing minutely 
detailed educational program the Mass, emphasizing lay par- 
ticipation provided for the most recent instruction the 
Sacred Congregation Rites. 
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This latter publication noteworthy example how both 
NCCM and NCCW draw heavily upon the wishes and directives 
the Holy See stimulating and serving the apostolate 
America.

Within few 
months Pius XII’s address the Second World Congress, 
which said “to acquire the necessary competence obviously

NCCM added new department its staff conduct and pro- 
mote leadership training. 

NCCW techniques group work and leadership are the sub- 
ject the Committee Organization and Development 
continuing basis well concern national conventions and 
regional institutes. This practical training the why’s and how’s 
day-to-day organization leadership also the concern 
field staff which presents information and demonstrates its appli- 
cation one-day institutes throughout the country. 

central concept leadership training recent years has 
been civic participation Catholic lay men and women. Material 
has been published guide the selection groups which 
Catholic organizations should represented. The theme com- 
munity action was used for national convention and leadership 
institute discussion sessions with active community leaders 
resource persons. Community action Catholic groups 
individual Catholics secular groups intergroup work 
has been suggested with regard migrant labor, housing, educa- 
tion, equal pay, juvenile delinquency, better reading, rural life,? 
community service agencies, United Fund campaigns, USO, traffic 
safety, and intergroup relations.

vital importance both these federations family life 
education and the re-establishment the dignity the family 
the cornerstone social life. Both NCCM and NCCW have 
long histories forthright and timely policy statements and 
convention resolutions affirming and outlining the application 
Catholic teaching problems such delinquency, education, 
and housing. These, then, are federation policies. 

For example, NCCW 1957-58 implemented its statements 
study program taking its theme from the 1956 Catholic 
Family Life convention: Parents Educators. Outlined 
Summer, 1957, issue NCCW’s Monthly the program 
was supported full study outlines teen-age behavior code, 
the sacraments penance and Holy Eucharist for school-agers, 
discipline for pre-schoolers, military service for young men, and 
safe driving for teen-agers. The wealth study material 
obvious. The necessity for effective community action has been 
pointed out every opportunity.

The leader then encourages retelling the paragraph 
passage asking questions that bring out its obvious high- 
lights. This method provokes thought and promotes clear expres- 
sion; frequently discovers latent talent and develops that which 
already recognized. the religious discussion club, controver- 
sial argument carefully avoided. When question arises that 
not answered the textbook available reference material, 
may referred the spiritual director for decision.

Who Leads the Discussion? 


Each discussion club must have leader. Hundreds people 
are anxious join discussion clubs but very few want 
leaders, because all think that the leader must very well- 
educated person who knows more about the topic hand than 
the other members the club. This not true. The leader 
also learner the discussion club. The only requirement 
that have the initiative invite group people learn 
with him. says the prayer the beginning the meeting and 
directs the discussion order that may not get away from 
the subject hand. organizing discussion club program, 
very important remember this point. fact, would well 
every participant could some time during the club session 
have the experience being discussion club leader. 

Each club has secretary whose duties are simple. calls 
the roll, reads the minutes the previous meeting, records 
briefly questions which come and cannot satisfactorily 
answered, refers them some priest, and reports their solution 
the next meeting. Finally, there parish chairman dis- 
cussion clubs. This person appointed the pastor and has 
the duty tabulating the membership the various clubs and 
forwarding the diocesan office. Blanks for discussion club 
registration are provided each leader who gives them the 
parish chairman, who turn makes complete parish report 
the diocesan office. 
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Our Holy Father recommends valuable aid the pastor’s 
work the formation these discussion clubs. says:

Physical Facilities, Adequate and Pleasant 

operate program effectively, physical facilities should 
adequate and attractive. Frequently school buildings which 
would otherwise closed the evenings and Saturdays can 
had for the asking. The task the administrator secure 
these buildings; see that offices, lecture halls, library, and class- 
rooms suitable for adults are provided, and that they are clean, 
well lighted, and well ventilated. wishes his program 
succeed, must offer pleasant surroundings. 


Faculty Key Success 

The practical question how select and keep staff one 
the most important matters that the administrator must con- 
sider. Teachers are the key the entire program. They either 
draw students the courses drive them away, depending 
their knowledge the subject matter and their manner diffus- 
ing it. They can sustain, support, and strengthen the program; 
they can destroy it. order attract and retain good teachers, 
necessary face squarely certain problems relating salary 
and morale. successful administrator down Texas told his 
board that they should realize that teachers needed pay, recogni- 
tion, opportunities, participation, and security. advised the 
board keep the word “PROPS” mind that they would 
remember these five points. 

Certainly teachers should receive fair pay. say fair rather 
than good, because believe that the satisfaction teachers 
depends great extent the feeling that they are being paid 
fairly and without discrimination relation persons similar 
professions. With the exception religious and some other 
generous apostolic souls who wish contribute their services, 
those who teach courses, whether long short, should receive 
the remuneration that customary and considered adequate 
for such work. 

Recognition costs relatively little but used badly (or not 
all) many school administrators. Teachers like told that 
they really are the mainstay the program and treated 
accordingly. They like know what their chances are for 
advancement they their work well. They should made

Teachers would appreciate being asked participate not only 
the carrying out the program but also its planning. 
From their close contact with the students they can give valuable 
Suggestions which courses are most frequently requested 
and most adapted the needs the community. Finally, teach- 
ers need assurance security they are their best 
work. There bound more turnover the faculty 
adult education program than there the staff 


regular college. But administrators want ensure co- 
operativeness and high teacher morale, they cannot hire and fire 
indiscriminately. 


Financing the Program 


How finance the program another problem which may 
become major headache for the administrator. Some public 
adult education programs are subsidized, but most those under 
Catholic auspices must supported student fees. The most 
sensible plan prepare budget beforehand showing reason- 
able estimate income and expenditures and making sure there 
balance. Catholic institutions the income usually limited 
student fees and private donations, plus the free use the 
physical plant and facilities. Expenses will include the salaries 
administrators, teachers, and secretaries; office supplies, adver- 
tising, and janitor services. The general attitude Catholic 
administrators that adult education service the com- 
munity, that apostolic work, and that promotes good 
public relations. The fees are, therefore, kept moderate, sufficient 
cover expenses but not bring much profit. 


Best Promotion: Satisfied Students 


Another duty administrators promotion. The best adver- 
tisement program satisfied students. They will forth 
proclaiming the excellence the courses and singing the praises 
the teachers loudly enough interest other prospects and 
bring them into the program. good program will grow and 
expand itself, while poor one doomed shrivel and 
die. addition student advertising, other media for pro- 
motion that can used advantage are radio, television, 
newspapers, bulletins, posters, and the like. 

Adult education should not kept alive that may itself 
successful, nor should nurtured give prestige 
school. program human beings sharing with one another 
the wisdom learned from books, from life, from one another. 
Catholic program worthless unless some measure con- 
tributes the spreading the truths the Church. 

good administrator can give any program the unified spirit 
requires co-operative service. many ways his task 
more difficult than that administrator the elementary 
school, high school, college. The pattern there has been set 
and can easily followed. But adult education programs are 
comparatively new and almost notorious for their variety, they 
offer greater challenge and open ever widening vistas for 
the future.

GOOD MANY YEARS AGO Mortimer Adler the 
University Chicago compiled list so-called Great Books 
some 130 authors, which represent milestones the develop- 
ment our Western culture and civilization. From this list 
books emerged the extensive reading and discussion program 
made popular and practical the Great Books Foundation. 

who are willing and ready embark upon study classics 
for period weeks. Usually one often portion 
one book assigned each meeting which occurs biweekly 
and lasts two hours. Ordinarily two discussion leaders who have 
attended Great Books Foundation Leader Training Course steer 
the participants through the deep seas thought. The leaders 
more less play the role umpire ball game, seeing 
that the sport moves and watching that the rules are observed, 
but not playing the game themselves. result the questions 
the leaders and the intellectual response the participants, 
the words and ideas the author and the opinions group 
members are brought into clear and sharp focus. attempt 
made arrive any conclusions formal judgments. This 
only brief sketch the Great Books program. 

This established method, widely used, can and has been 
introduced Catholic circles education. But experience has 
proved that problems may arise and few adjustments and 
adaptations may have made. First all, some the books 
the Great Books list are the Index Prohibited Books and 
others are proscribed Canon Law (canon 1399). one decides 
use such books, the necessary permission should secured 
from the diocesan chancery. know which the Great Books 
are forbidden one can handily consult Father Redmond Burke’s 
What the This volume carries appendix giving the 
ten-year listing Great Books and clearly indicating which are 
forbidden. 


Forbidden and “Problem” Books 


The director Adult Education school may not want 
include books the Index his program, adequate substitutes 
are sought replace them. the forbidden books are just ignored 
and omitted with attempt substitution, the Great Books 
program will considerably shortened and enervated. Father 
Joachim Daleiden, O.F.M., has compiled list additions and 
replacements which should prove useful and valuable.

Discussion Method: 
The Great Books

fine selection Catholic classics that could employed for 
Catholic Great Books program. 

The choice titles eventually brings the question the 
difficulty reading such authors Euclid, Newton, Faraday, 
Einstein, Galileo, and Lavoisier. Because their works demand more 
attention and effort, they may not too attractive and interesting 
the average adult. this era phenomenal scientific progress 
and development, however, readers have greater incentive study 
volumes dealing with physics, chemistry, mathematics, and other 
physical sciences. The fact remains that the average reader in- 
clined shy away from these challenging works. Such readers 
must encouraged read and think for themselves. 

Other books that might pose problem are those dealing with 
theology and philosophy. Like scientific books, they probably 
method. indicated above, the Great Books program actually 
depends upon two discussion leaders who are (to quote the Great 
Books Foundation) and women like yourselves neither 
better nor worse educated, neither worse nor better informed. 
They not answer questions; they ask them.” These leaders 
may well versed the techniques group leadership but not 
the subject matter hand. Experience various localities has 
revealed that most people want leader who knows more than 
they do, someone who can answer well ask questions. 


Four Kinds Discussion Techniques 


For this reason, four different approaches the Great Books 
have been tried Catholic University’s Institute Adult 
Education: 

The conventional two co-chairmen. 

Two co-chairmen plus authority the subject. 
sole moderator who authority. 

authoritative lecturer the Great Books. 

Each these approaches has its relative advantages and dis- 
advantages. The use the co-chairmen alone was only fairly 
successful because the participants preferred well-informed 
leader. The second approach was compromise providing two 
co-chairmen for 90-minute discussion, after which authority 
evaluated the books for several combined discussion groups meet- 
ing the same place. Though this arrangement was unwieldy 
and cumbersome, proved fruitful. Eventually the com- 
parison between the authority and the co-chairmen lessened the 
effectiveness the latter. 

One authoritative moderator was probably most acceptable and 
appreciated, especially did not fall into the error lecturing 
but tried stimulate discussion and afterward presented 
evaluation and critique the book. The fourth approach does 
not come properly under the head discussion group technique, 
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since strictly lecture type course. mentioned only 
because was successful. Many who did not care for the dis- 
cussion method flocked hear straight lectures the Great 
Books. 

The four experiments are cited only for the purpose show- 
ing that the Great Books program can handled various ways. 
Obviously best use the method that arouses the most dis- 
cussion, Socratic questioning, and the same time leads truth. 
insure this, whoever conducts the program would well 
acquainted with Harold Gardiner’s The Great Books 
Christian Appraisal.* This four-volume work contains apprecia- 
tion and evaluation the Great Books from Christian point 
view eminent authorities. Armed with these valuable critiques, 
the leader will better able steer the group away from error 
and help the members discern truth from falsity. 

The Great Books Foundation plan calls for Great Books 
covered span eight months, meetings being held every 
other week. This system gives the participants time read their 
assignment between meetings. However, allows for only two 
hours’ discussion any one work. modification this pro- 
cedure was tried successfully scheduling meetings every week 
for eight weeks, using only four books, one book being discussed 
two successive sessions. this way more time was allotted 
the exchange opinions and ideas the part the members. 
Those working the field adult education have discovered 
that eight-week series very practical view holidays, 
habits older people, and the psychological value frequent 
repetition. The length time spent book depends somewhat 
the difficulty its contents. 

The last problem considered the acquisition books. 
Fortunately, the Great Books Foundation has done great service 
the public supplying whole year’s series nominal cost. 
However, the complete set books must bought

What qualifications does teacher need 
how can the director help his teaching staff? 


Preparation

THE CATHOLIC INSTITUTES AND CENTERS adult 
education will better than the teachers they employ. 
imperative, consequently, that serious thought given the 
proper preparation and qualifications adult educators. This 
article not review the relatively few professional prepara- 
tion programs for adult teachers, but rather identifies for those 
who have primary concern for Catholic adult education some 
the general and specific qualifications needed today educators 
adults. 

The first general qualification the Catholic adult educator 
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unit; single titles cannot purchased. For those who follow the 
Great Books Foundation plan weeks, evidently best 
buy the complete set. Those who want eclectic the choice 
books for discussion would well shop bit among the 
many pocketbook editions that are found the market. This 
entails considerable amount effort and trouble times, 
the long run may more practical avail oneself the 
service and experience the Great Books Foundation, which has 
done much further this liberal education the average man. 


Services Offered Great Books Foundation 


Regardless what method, system, adaptation the Great 
Books course employed, one ought take advantage cer- 
tain services offered the Foundation.* Staff members the 
Foundation will conduct leader-training programs your com- 
munity and give public demonstration how the discussion 
Great Books can carried on. Guide for Leaders” pub- 
lished the Foundation will prove most helpful for anyone at- 
tempting direct group this field. Other pamphlets such 
“Let’s Think for Ourselves,” “Guide for Participants,” and “Group 
Discussions” will valuable for those taking part the program. 

Mortimer Adler’s How Read also must for those 
participating Great Books course. the author, who has 
pioneered this field, offers valuable suggestions for both leaders 
and readers.

The teacher adults ought know the world which 
teaching, that may teach with understanding its 
problems and contact with them. other words, should 
recognize the permanent aims Catholic education (and par- 
ticularly Catholic adult education) and have living sense 
the present which teaching. The teacher adults must 
have historical perspective and vigorous faith, which sees all 
things their proper relation one another and, above all, 
God, evaluating them the light eternity well history. 

cannot speak effectively about Catholic adult education 
without establishing its final end. This end produce men and 
women who are essentially Christian spirit, desire, pur- 
pose, and their very way living. This the most exalted 
aim conceivable and aim which permits and encourages the 
pursuit all worthwhile intellectual endeavor. not enough 
know the truth; also necessary live justly and piously 
order conform the Christian concept wisdom. 
still basic pedagogical principle that teach much more 
what are than what say. Even adult education, 
psychologically impossible for our students separate our 
words from our character revealed our actions. 


Teachers Adults Must Dedicated 


The second general qualification the Catholic adult educator 
real sense direction, broad and clear-cut Catholic educa- 
tional view that will help him appreciate the distinctive mission 
the adult school which serves and his own special respon- 
sibilities for accomplishing these objectives. 

The third qualification the ability give guidance his 
students pursuing, carefully chosen books, sure knowledge 
theology, acquaintance with the spiritual life, and mature 
understanding the Church’s social teachings these are pre- 
sented the popes. 

The fourth qualification the ability and constant concern 
counteract the lack principles the world today, which meas- 
ures everything the yardstick success, with education 
which makes adult capable discerning between truth and 
error, good and evil, right and injustice. Gaining comprehensive 
understanding the nature man and his place modern 
society, should the most crucial part the background the 
adult educator. 

The fifth qualification the ability appreciate and explain 
the wonders the universe. The contemporary adult must 
taught behold, understand, and love the created world 
that the contemplation such sublime splendors may invite his 
mind and heart loving admiration the Creator. 

The sixth qualification concerns the ability overcome every

Teachers Must Communicate Ideas 


The Catholic educator adults should have not only good con- 
trol over his own knowledge but also the communicate 
his students something his own insight and cast mind. 
should skilled the use apt illustrations and concrete 
images which aid the activity reason. The true teacher uses 
his knowledge and verbal skill only help the student see 
the truth with his own mind. must never lose sight the 
fact that education primarily instrument for the 
communication truth from one human mind another. 

The first specific requirement the adult educator ade- 
quate knowledge the subject teaching, not merely 
adequate knowledge facts and data, but understanding 
the field with appreciation the widely differing background, 
ability, and motivation the adult student. The Christian ideal 
adult education should, moreover, identified with the latest 
findings psycho-pedagogical science. The Catholic educator 
adults should trained observe carefully the times and the 
hour learn new needs and examine new remedies. must 
careful, however, avoid grasping get-education-quick 
schemes, allowing the mechanics handling the adult educa- 
tion process get the way true adult education itself. 

The second specific requirement the adult educator intel- 
lectual discernment. must able determine accurately the 
intellectual ability his students and make intellectual contact 
with the adult student his present level whatever is. The func- 
tion making this intellectual contact enlist the individual’s 
mind the process his own education. initiate self- 
activity, self-direction. This ability presupposes that the adult 
educator has touched life many sides, not only the academic 
organization knowlege, but his contact with human beings. 
also presupposes that the adult educator has breadth ex- 
perience and experiencing nature. 


They Need Interest and Insight Adult Students 


The third specific requirement the adult educator 
capacity for intuition and versatility. must understand that 
many adults feel that they are longer capable drawing profit 
from school and sympathetically help them overcome this ob- 
jection. Once this fear has been banished, the adult educator will 
need inquire into the reasons why each one aspiring com- 
plete his education. This presupposes the adult educator lively 
interest people and the ability identify and define the learn- 
ing needs, interests, and capacities adults well the ability 
organize suitable learning activities serve these needs and 
stimulate these interests. 


How the Director Can Help 


Every opportunity should utilized directors Catholic 
Adult education centers help staff members understand the 
purposes the institution they serve and the means for effec- 
tuating these ends. Constructive guidance and supervision the 
earlier stages service, preparation good faculty handbook, 
development manual teaching problems, well-planned in- 
stitutes and workshops for new staff members clarify traditions 
and objectives the program, are but few the ways 
used achieve the proper preparation and orientation teachers 
adults. 

Catholic adult education centers have important role 
play molding the national and, hopefully, the international char- 
acter. These centers will have succeeded the highest measure 
when they will have formed the perfect Christian today and 
tomorrow.

SETTING ADULT EDUCATION PROGRAM, 
there are least six very important points remember. 
into detail each these six points would comprise text- 
book itself. shall merely enumerate them and comment 
each one briefly. must determine how the following 
things: 

Identify needs 

Involve the community 

Find staff 

Finance the program 

Handle administrative concerns 

Promote the program 


Identify needs. Education continuous process beginning 
birth and continuing until death. One the goals edu- 
cational program provide for the basic needs all people. 
addition food, clothing, and shelter, spiritual guidance and 
the opportunity continue develop one’s capacities are funda- 
mental needs. 

Adult education can provide the means satisfying these needs, 
offering opportunities for individual growth well for avoca- 
tional and vocational development. can aid community im- 
provement and promote democratic citizenship and international 
understanding. Catholic program can help spread the teachings 
the Church and bring about closer union between religion 
and daily living. One the problems faced make 
individuals realize their needs and want meet them. Whatever 
educator can stimulate this desire, encourage people 
wide awake and energetic discovering their own needs 
spiritual, intellectual, cultural, and material well those 
the community large, will asset the program and give 
direction. 

Catholic administrators must admit that they have been rather 
slow giving attention this phase the adult education pro- 
gram and have tended set courses arbitrarily, instead 
adapting them the needs the people the locality. 

Involving the Community. community made 
people, involve community means involve ourselves 
and other people. Many adults like work with others; some 
must learn with ease and grace. eliminate friction 
which might arise, well remember the wisdom co-ordi- 
nation with other agencies and organizations, that our program 
will not conflict with theirs, but rather supplement it. 

also essential learn understand other people and 
make great efforts work harmony with them; choose 
leaders who are both efficient and acceptable the group; 
organize advisory council board and give its members some 
direction how they are operate; and instill into them 
appreciation what adult education progam can accomplish 
community. 
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Finding Staff. The members the staff are the props the 
adult education program, they are the ones who come into per- 
sonal contact with the students. The kind job they deter- 
mines the mortality rate the classes and whether not the 
students will register for other courses. 

Usually the staff composed the regular college university 
faculty supplemented religious and laymen the community 
business and professional men and women, and leaders 
other fields. Instructors must oriented, made understand 
that adult classes call for special kind teacher and special 
kind teaching. The faculty must open-minded and tolerant, 
have the ability understand others, accept their opinions and 
suggestions, and give them credit when credit due. 
fitting also that faculty members receive just wages and proper 
recognition for their work. 

Financing the Program. The safest way finance adult 
education program make self-supporting. Tuition and fees 
should cover salaries and all operating expenses administration, 
promotion, printing brochures, secretarial help, light, heating, 
maintenance, and the like. Usually the use the buildings 
donated. class enrollments are large enough justify the 
continuance the course, sufficient funds will come take 
care the program. For example, for eight-week, one-hour 
course which students are enrolled, the tuition fee $10, 
the teacher can paid hour, and there will still 
deficit. Additional revenue may received from special programs 
sponsored community organizations such industrial plants, 
labor unions, business houses, similar groups. For these pro- 
grams flat rate usually charged. 


Qualifications the Director 


Handling Administrative Concerns. The adult education pro- 
gram will probably succeed proportion the enterprise, energy, 
and tact the one charge. Desirable qualifications this 
person are high ideals, pleasing personality, sympathetic under- 
standing adult students, belief the value the program, 
ability give in-service training the teachers, experience 
counseling adults, and training adult education administration 
and methods involving finance. administer well Catholic pro- 
gram, also needs good background Catholic doctrine and 
practice, and apostolic zeal God’s service. 

Good records are important. Some schools keep cumulative 
record for each student, while others keep only attendance and 
financial records. case file each instructor, including his edu- 
cation and personal qualifications, teaching and other work ex- 
periences, valuable. 

Promotion. Promoting the program not very different from 
promoting new product just put the market. First, develop 
quality product and then constantly strive maintain and 
improve that quality. Price its true value. Make readily 
available. Advertise truthfully and good taste the right 
people.

Find out the best way reach them through personal con- 
tacts, through mass contacts. 

Use the proper means which motivate (money, 
achievement, job promotion, family appreciation. security.

Vitalize Adult Classes 
with Audio-Visual Aids

“ONE PICTURE WORTH THOUSAND MOUTH- 
INGS” ancient saying especially applicable adult edu- 
cation. With ever increasing selection good audio-visual aids 
available, those who assume responsibility for effective learning 
this area have literally their finger tips some very powerful 
tools instruction. 

Frequently, well-chosen audio-visual aid incorporated into 
lecture can arouse tremendous interest class and point 
with special emphasis the ideas which even well-prepared and 
forceful instructor may find somewhat difficult get across 
verbally. Instructors should remember, too, that many who enroll 
adult classes come class with some unavoidable physical and 
mental fatigue after long day work. True, adult students are 
eager enrich their understandings and skills, otherwise they 
would not make the effort come class. However, this all 
the more reason why instructors and others responsible for estab- 
lishing good learning conditions well make every possible 
attempt employ the most effective learning tools. Otherwise, 
adult education may fall short attaining optimum results. 


How Use Audio-Visual Aids 


Let consider few illustrations situations which audio- 
visual aids have special appropriateness and power. For example, 
instructors adult classes may take advantage current happen- 
ings clarify important understandings. Currently, new pope 
has succeeded the throne St. Peter. class which this 
subject appropriate may given timely opportunity 
synthesize knowledge gained through mass media and the same 
time correct some erroneous impressions using motion picture 
such as: 

“Story Pius XII” minutes

many others will help materially not only supplying needed 


information, but also imparting inspiration and generating 


desirable enthusiasm. 

For the adult class Christian Doctrine, many appropriate, 
well-done filmstrips are available. Among these are the S.V.E. 
Visualized Catechism series supervised Msgr. Leo Mc- 
Cormick; the St. John’s Catechism filmstrips accompanied 
well-synchronized explanatory records; and other authentic and 
carefully planned audio-visual aids. 

cultural subjects, there are numerous appropriate audio- 
visual aids available, which add authority, reality, and depth 


meaning lesson. Recently, literature instructor while pre- 
senting Eliot’s “Wastelands” shared with his students the 
recording Eliot’s own reading his masterpiece. During this 
rendition, the teacher showed pictures Eliot various moods. 
The result was most impressive. One student commented that 


from this rich presentation had gained deep insight into Eliot’s 


message. 

group adults Shakespeare course were similarly im- 
pressed when their instructor used model Shakespearean 
stage and accompanying pictures introduce the class the 
time and works the great bard. Cast against this background, 
records and plays done Maurice Evans and Lawrence Olivier 
brought these students some the best current Shakespearean 
interpretations. Furthermore, the instructor presented two 
Shakespeare’s plays using the 16mm. motion pictures made 
from the original film used the commercial theaters. Students 
expressed their gratitude this teacher who had been sufficiently 
interested his class provide these realistic learning experi- 
ences for them. Several mentioned that the impact this rich 
experience helped them tremendously understanding and ap- 
preciating these dramatic masterpieces. 

adult student foreign languages commented: benefited 
greatly from the course conversational French because the 
instructor used advantage appropriate films 
Besides, the use the tape recorder made possible for 
hear our own French pronunciation and analyze our needs for 
improvement. These aids learning resulted great saving 
time for learning French and made the class much more 
interesting.” 


Neglect Nonprojection A-V Aids 

Flannel boards can great value the teacher who wishes 
make his presentation more objective and secure class con- 
centration specific items. very serviceable flannel board can 
made stretching cotton flannel, other materials 
similar finish, over flat surface. Materials use with can 
made easily gluing bits flannel sandpaper the back 
pictures, diagrams, slips paper containing words, sen- 
tences, parts outline, whatever one needs place before 
students. applying the appropriate item the flannel board 
the psychological moment, the teacher commands immediate 
concentration attention the item concerned. helps the 
student follow the discussion intelligently and way that 
may well insure permanency learning. Two three flannel 
boards, about in., kept central location the 
school for use needed, will greatly facilitate the use this 
valuable aid effective instruction. 

Chalkboard, the bulletin board, and other commonly used tools 
teaching should also employed the adult classroom. 

Maps are another essential, though oft-neglected, aid in- 
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struction. Recently the writer audited adult class taught 
Oriental scholar broad learning and experience. Although 
his lectures gave evidence careful planning, was apparent 
from the questions the students that much the time they 
were loss understand the geographical interrelationships 
the countries which spoke, the location effects 
physical characteristics the lands whose people described. 
Here few easily obtainable maps could have made world 
difference clarifying concepts that were basic understand- 
ing current conditions the Orient. 


Audio-Visual Aids Are Readily Available 

Usually with appropriate forethought, the availability audio- 
visual equipment need great concern. The projectors 
for motion pictures, filmstrips, slides, and opaque materials; the 
record players; tape recorders; and flannel boards needed adult 
classes are often located within the parish, the school, university, 
center offering adult-education courses. 

If, should the case, one person has been assigned the 
responsibility for keeping audio-visual equipment good condi- 
tion and checking and out, this director will probably 
willing supply list the equipment with statement the 
condition under which available. Similarly, some clerical ar- 
rangements may well made for securing and returning the 
films, filmstrips, slides, recordings, whatever materials the in- 
structors use their adult classes. 

helpful have catalogs free and rental materials avail- 
able the teachers. Catalogs can secured free charge from 
such sources the various state audio-visual libraries, film 
centers, and commercial new audio-visual catalogs 
appear, the CATHOLIC SCHOOL JOURNAL its audio-visual section 
lists them and describes their contents. Occasionally, the instruc- 
tors adult students may have their own projectors and screens, 
particularly they are interested photography. 


Caution Using A-V Aids 

Obviously, the use audio-visual aids result achiev- 
ing justifiable goals, they must chosen with care fit specific 
teaching needs. themselves they possess magic. They are 
merely teaching tools which can bring about good results only 
they are appropriate the situation and they are intelligently 
used against the backdrop well-planned instruction. However, 
when used skillfully, they can aid intensifying the desire for 
learning, and they can used stimulate intellectual growth 
which the hallmark quality education.
